The historic principle of the Denoeratic party since hat 
been "a tariff for revenue only." Ma a revenue-producer the I'nder- 
wood-Simmona ^w has bera a eorry failure, and a war tax. for 'a 

eoantry at peaed^ was i tuictcd fo pipcc out tlio failing rcvmui s of 
that law on the |Aea that the war had stopped importation. In spito 
of the war, importationa for the flneal year ending Jane 80, amounted 

to over $2,000,000,000. nhoiit !|<:!00.000,000 greater than »hp record 
under a Republican law, while uustoins revenues amounted to about 
$100,000,000 or $119,000,000 lem than those realised vnd»r the Re- 
publican law lor the fiscal yciii- tOKi. Furthermore, the paragraph 
in the Underwood-Simmons law, providing for free sugar to take ef- 
jfeet May 1. 1916, wair hastily repealed by the Democrats -in April 
beeniise of tlic cnnlinucd failure of the tariff law as a revenue pro 
ducer. Adherence to the Democratic prineiple has resulted in direct 
taxation of the people, who pay out of their own poeketa. Under 

the Rcjxibliciin polii y thr f'oi ri^ni r |i:n<l for scnilint,' liis l'ooiN into 
the American market, and the price of admission yrent into the cof- 
hnm of the Federal Treaanry and paid abont one-half the coqienaes 
of running the (lovernment. 

The St. Louis [ilattorm of the Denioeratie party, on the tariff, 
is in direct violation of their "historic principle." They sheer away 
from the "tariff for revenue only" idea, and pre.sent the competitive 
rate plan, aided by an anti dumping clause. An anti-dumping clause 
ia impossible of application unless we have a protective tariff. This 
plank is either a vote-catcher, or a repodiatimi of the "Uetorie prin- 
ciple" of the party, apparently both. 



For some three years Postmaster fleneral Burleson has enjoyed 
the uiii((iie distinction of being the most disliked politician within 
Democratic circles. For a time he enjoyed the reputation of political 
adviaor of the President. To him was assigned always the task of 
batting recalcitrants into line. 

Mr. Burleson, however, lost his iisefidness as political eounsellor 
to his ^Vhite House chief when he declared war on his Democratic 
colleagues in Congress and, interpreting legialation to suit himself, 
undertook to administer the Post Office Department .ilong lines that 
•were directly contrary to the letter of the law as laid down by the 
Democratic Congreea. 

His reorganization of tlic niriil delivery service fnrtiished n 
classic in foolhardy arbitrariiietM, and won for him not only the de- 
nunciation of Republicans but alao that of a large majority of his 
own party, ^fr. Burleson has only the small Sonthern T'ongrcssman 's 
view|)oint. and with this he iias undertaken to administer Uncle 
Sam's greatest boaineae establishment. He ia «m of the men who 
"swelled, instead of grew." as Mr. Wilson so tritely put if. His n- 
orgauizatiou of rural deliveries, announced as an economy measure, 
not only fkiled in economy bat showed a reeord Ivw-mark in aile- 
iency. 

More recently Mr. Burleson incurred the displeasure of Senator 
Bankhead and otiier Democrats of the Senate Post Office CSommittee 
through the activity of his subordinate, Mr. Blakslee. in writing to 
postmasters through the country charging that the Senate Com 
mittee had "surrendered to the railroad lobby." 

Now Mr. AVilson. at least with a comdsteney not always mani 
fest in other Cabinet chiefs, throws down the gauntlet to Senator 
Bankhead and the Committee, and deeliaea to censure Mr. Blakalef 
or to eliminate him. Mr-antime, the Dcniocrnfs of the Senate are trv 
ing to veneer over the trouble and sidetrack what promises to be a 
very diaagreeable situation. 

However, Mr. Blakslee is but a tool in the matter. Tfi' wiis fol 
lowing the policies of liis chief, and Senator Bauldmad, in making 
war on Blakalee, is really trying to censure Burleson. Many months 
ago conservative observers of Washington affairs predicted Mr Bur 
leoon's impeachment. It would be not at all surprising to find an- 
other vaeanay in the WiUdn i ifnuet.
